Claims 1, 34, 56, 107, 109 and 123 are 
amended herein.

[0010] Without conceding the propriety of the rejections herein and in the interest of 
expediting prosecution, Applicant amends claims 1, 34, 56, 107, 109 and 123 herein. 
Applicant amends claims to clarify claimed features. These amendments are fully 
supported by the Application and are made to expedite prosecution and more quickly 
identify allowable subject matter. Such amendments are merely intended to highlight the 
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claimed features, and should not be construed as further limiting the claimed invention in 
response to the cited references.

[0011] The Examiner objects to the drawings because reference numbers in some 
of the drawings do not point to a specific area. Herewith, Applicant submits replacement 
drawings to correct the informalities noted by the Examiner. 

Claims 

[0012] The Examiner objects to claims 2 and 12 for grammatical awkwardness. 
Herein, Applicant respectfully submits that this wording structure, e.g., "the determining" 
and "the presenting," is commonly used in claiming when the antecedent of 
"determining" and "presenting" is found in a previous claim/e.g., independent claim 1..

Substantive Matters 



Claim Rejections under § 112 1st IT 

[0013] Claims 1, 34, 56, 109 and 123 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 1 st If for 
reciting "a realistic experience." Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 
Furthermore, in light of the amendments presented herein, Applicant submits that these 
rejections are moot. Accordingly, Applicant asks the Examiner to withdraw these 
rejections. 

Claim Rejections under § 112 2nd f 

[0014] Claims 1, 34, 56 and 123 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2 nd U for 
including the limitation "determining a type and a connection type." In light of the 
amendments presented herein, Applicant submits that these rejections are moot. In 
particular, Applicant herein amends these claims to recite, inter alia, "determining a type 
of the display and a connection type of the display..." Accordingly, Applicant asks the 
Examiner to withdraw these rejections. 

Claim Rejections under § 103 

[0015] ^ Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-36, 38-57, 59, 61-66, 107, 109, 111-120, 122 
and 123 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) for being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,850,245 to Murashita ("Murashita"), U.S. Patent No. 6,930,730 to Maxon et al. 
("Maxon"), and U.S. Patent No. 6,747,688 to Kang ("Kang"). 

[0016] In light of the amendments presented herein and the decisions/agreements 
reached during the above-discussed Examiner interview, Applicant submits that these 
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[0017] Independent claim 1 5 as amended, recites (in part with emphasis added): 
presenting, based on the type of the display or the connection type of 
the display, one or more motion videos to aid a user in calibrating one or 
more parameters of the display, the presenting comprising: 

providing, on the display, instructions to the user before 
presenting a first motion video selected from the one or more 
motion videos, the instructions describing: 

the one or more parameters of the display to be 
calibrated in the first motion video; 

one or more features or objects designed to capture 
the one or more parameters of the display and presented in 
the first motion video, and 

a suggested visual threshold for each of the one or 
more features or objects to guide the user in calibrating the 
one or more parameters of the display during a playback of 
the first motion video ; and 

playing back the first motion video on the display. . . 

[0018] None of the cited references, whether taken alone or in combination, 
discloses, teaches, or suggests the emphasized features above. 

[0019] Kang describes an apparatus and method for reproducing real colors of a 
video system. The apparatus comprises a first test video signal generated by a video signal 
generating device, wherein the first test video signal includes inherent RGB color sensitivity 
information of the video signal generating device, and a second test video signal to be 
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presented on a video signal display device, wherein the second test video signal includes 
inherent RGB color sensitivity information of the video signal display device. Kang then 
teaches a video signal device for synthesizing the first test video signal and the second test 
video signal and adjusting an amplitude degree of the first test video signal until color 
sensitivity of the first test video signal matches color sensitivity of the second test video 
signal and delivering the all video signals for display on a screen. 

[0020] It appears that Kang lacks many features in amended claim 1. In particular, 
the features "instructions describing one or more features or objects designed to capture the 
one or more parameters of the display and presented in the first motion video" and 
"instructions describing a suggested visual threshold for each of the one or more features 
or objects to guide the user in calibrating the one or more parameters of the display" are 
absent in Kang (with emphasis added). 

[0021] As discussed during the interview, neither Murashita nor Maxon alone or in 
combination remedies the deficiency of Kang. 

[0022] Independent claim 1 further recites (in part with emphasis added): 

the first motion video comprising the one or more features or objects 
mentioned in the instructions, the one or more features or objects being 
sensitive to calibration changes of the one or more parameters of the 
display in that adjustment in the one or more parameters of the display 
causes discernable changes when the first motion video is played on the 
display, 

[0023] None of the cited references, whether taken alone or in combination, 
discloses, teaches, or suggests the emphasized features above either. 
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[0024] Kang in Fig. 5b merely teaches using a picture to adjust a display. Kang, 
however, is silent with respect to particular features in the picture being sensitive to 
calibration changes. The emphasized feature is also absent in Murashita and Maxon. 

[0025] Accordingly, as discussed during the interview in light of the claim 
amendments, independent claim 1 is respectfully asserted patentable over Murashita,. 
Maxon and Kang. 

[0026] Independent claims 34, 56, 107, 109 and 123 are amended to incorporate 
features similar to claim 1. Thus, for at least reasons similar to those discussed above 
regarding claim 1, these claims are asserted patentable over the cited references. 

[0027] Independent claim 34 is amended to recite, inter alia, "providing instructions 
to the user describing a suggested visual threshold for one or more features in one motion 
video of the plurality of motion videos, the one or more features being designed to capture 
one or more parameters of the display; and presenting the one motion video on the display 
to facilitate the user adjusting the one or more parameters to the suggested visual 
threshold..." As discussed above, since none of the cited references, whether taken alone or 
in combination, discloses, teaches, or suggest the above features, claim 34 is respectfully 
asserted patentable over the cited references. 

[0028] Independent claim 56 is amended to recite (in part with emphasis added): 
providing, on the display, instructions to the user before presenting 
a first motion video selected from the one or more motion videos, the 
instructions describing: 

the one or more parameters of the display to be calibrated in 
the first motion video; 

one or more features or objects to be presented in the first 
motion video ; and 
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a suggested visual threshold for each of the one or more 
features or objects to guide the user in calibrating the one or more 
parameters of the display during a playback of the first motion 
video; and 

playing back the first motion video on the display. . . 

[0029] As discussed above, since none of the cited references, whether taken alone or 
in combination, discloses, teaches, or suggests the above emphasized features, claim 56 is 
respectfully asserted patentable over the cited references. 

[0030] Independent claims 107, 109 and 123 are amended to recite features, e.g., 
"providing... instructions to the user before presenting a first motion video" and "the 
instruction describing... a suggested visual threshold for each of the one or more features 
or objects to guide the user in calibrating one or more parameters of the display," similar 
to claim 56. As discussed above, these features are not disclosed, taught or suggested in the 
cited references, whether taken alone or in combination. 

[0031] Therefore, claims 34, 56, 107, 109 and 123 are also respectfully asserted 
patentable over the cited references Murashita, Maxon and Kang. 

Dependent Claims 

[0032] In addition to its own merits, each dependent claim is allowable for at least 
the same reasons that its base claim is allowable. As discussed above, independent claims 1, 
34, 56, 107, 109 and 123 are allowable over the cited references. It is axiomatic that any 
dependent claim which depends from an allowable base claim is also allowable over the 
cited references. Additionally, some or all of these claims may also be allowable for 
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additional independent reasons. Applicant requests that the Examiner withdraw the 
rejection of each dependent claim where its base claim is allowable. 



Conclusion 

[0033] All pending claims are in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration and prompt issuance of the application.
